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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's arguments submitted 14 May 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 : The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United . 
States. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Neer et 
al (US 5,279,569). 

Neer teaches an injector with a syringe retaining mechanism (125) for use with a 
syringe (30) with a plunger (54) and a flange (37), the retaining mechanism comprising 
an attachment member (127) with a ridge (130), projections (150) and tabs (131, 133), 
and an encoding mechanism (188). 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 1 5-20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate 
of claims 1 ,2,3,8,12 and 13, respectively. When two claims in an application are 
duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a 
slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as 
being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 14 May 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding the double patenting objection, this objection is maintained 
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because claim 1 and 15 vary only in that the "at least one attachment member is 
disposed on and extending from the body." This feature of extending from the body 
seems inherent in the element since it is adapted to engage another element, the 
syringe retaining mechanism. If the attachment member was flat or had no extending 
dimensions, how would it engage? 

5. Regarding Neer as applied to claims 1-20, the "syringe" of Neer, 32, comprises 
as its "body" pressure jacket 31. The flanges and tabs the examiner has detailed in the 
rejection are disposed on the syringe retaining mechanism and match up with and 
engage similar projections on the body 31 , which are unlabeled but clearly visible in the 
drawings. See Fig 2 and Fig 4. Finally, the term "engagement" does not mean to retain 
or support, as the applicant has interpreted the word in his arguments. The attachment 
member can "engage" the syringe in any orientation. The rejection is maintained.
